8t. Petersburg, March 23.—The par­ 
ty within the government 
which is 
urging the emperor to indicate to Japan 
Russia's willingness to end the war if 
a reasonable basis can be reached, as 
related in these dispatches heretofore, 
has been greatly encouraged the last 
few days, and an actual pacific pro­ 
posal may be just ahead. The subject 
has occupied much of the attention of 
the conferences at Tsarkoe Scio. Cer­ 
tain grand dukes, supported by Gener­ 
al Sakliaroff, the minister of war; Ad­ 
miral Avellan, the head of the admiral­ 
ty, and what is known as the war par­ 
ty, are still bitterly opposed to the idea 
of peace under present circumstances; 
but with the exception of the minis­ 
ters of war and marine the emperor’s 
ministers, backed by M. Witte, solidly 
favor this course, and the convincing 
arguments they offer tire telling. 


French and German I ii iiuence. 
French influences in the same direc­ 
tion are now’ being supported by Ger­ 
man opinion. The rumor that Emperor 
William had tendered his good offices 
now seems to be confirmed. 
The As­ 
sociated Prose is in a position to as­ 
sert. however, that if Emperor Nicholas 
decides to approach Japan it will be 
through Era lice, and that negotiations 
will be conducted either between 
M. 
Delcasse, tile French foreign minister, 
and Dr. Montono, the Japanese minis­ 
ter at Paris, or 
M, Ikirmoid,

French minister to Japan, and Count 
K at sura, the Japanese premier at To- 
kio. 


Russia M ast M ove First. 
The Russian government now feels 
certain that Japan will not make the 
first move nor disclose her position un­ 
til overtures are made authoritatively 
in the Russian emperor’s name, on the 
ground that he alone is capable of 
binding Russia. There would probably 
he two points on which Russia would 
be found implacable—namely, cession 
of territory and indemnity, to neither 
of which, it is said, would Emperor 
Nicholas ever agree. 


Poiut Might Be Dodged. However. 
It is pointed out, however, that

Japan seriously desires enduring peace 
on collateral questions Russia might 
lie ready to offer liberal compensatory 
confederations.

It is estim ated it will 
have reached a latitude, which would 
place it due east of Boston, iii lon­ 
gitude about 42.50. 
T he Savoie, of the French line, from 
H avre, m ore than tw enty-four hours 
overdue, came upon the ice field early 
last T hursday m orning. 
It was early last T hursday m orning, 
with the Savoie alm ost due east of 
Cape Race, in latitude 46 
deg.

min. north, and longitude 42 deg. 54 


that the first sight of the ice field 


was had from the bridge. 


The Savoie found herself ju st cross­

Bergs, 
one of them m ore than one thousand 
feet in length and rising from the wa­ 
ter sixty feet, loom ed up to the n o rth ­ 
ward. 
By its side floated a narrow 
ribbon of ice m ore than a half mile 
in length. T he ocean everyw here was 
dotted with floating ice.

dred icebergs were counted from the 
deck w ithout a glass. 
T he experience of the Savoie there­ 
after for four hours at least is des­ 
cribed as m ore pleasant to relate than 
to undergo. 
Captain I’oirot, realizing 


the accident th at m ust follow if the 
twin propellers of the ship were to 
strike a subm erged ice floe, carefully 
brought his ship about and with speed 
reduced alm ost to a m inim um , th read ­ 
ed his way to the eastern edge of the

LASO OW first attracted world­ 
wide attention by its handling 
of the street railway problem. 
George Francis Train, a tire­ 
less and brilliant American, was the 
first to propose street railways in Glas­ 
gow. 
This was iii 1870. 
Mr. Train 
went to parliament for power to build 
lines in Glasgow, but the town council 
also petitioned for like power. 
A com­ 
promise was finally made by which the 
city built the lines and leased them to 
the company for a term of years ex­ 
piring in 1894. 
The council drove a 
hard bargain with the company. 
The 
company was compelled to pay to the 


oily Vue Unnua: '.merest charge on Hie 
full amount of the investment, a year­ 
ly sum to the sinking fund sufficient to 
clear the entire cost of the lines by the 
time of the expiration of the lease, an 
annual depreciation charge of 4 per 
cent, so as to keep the plant in perfect 
repair, and on top of all this an annual 
rental of $750 a mile. 
The rates of 
fare were limited to a penny a mile, 
with morning aud evening cars for 
workmen at a penny (2 cents) a ride to 
or from their places of employment. 
The original company sold its fran­ 
chise for $750,000, and the purchasers 
made money on the investment. Three 
years prior to the termination of the 
lease negotiations were entered into 
for its renewal. It speedily became ap­ 
parent that the council and the com­ 
pany could not come to terms. 
The 
company owned the horses aud the 
rolling stock and had secured a char­ 
ter from parliament permitting it to 
buy omnibuses and cabs and to do 
business as general carriers. 
It imag­ 
ined thilt it had created a monopoly 
and that it had Glasgow at its mercy. 
It refused to reduce the hours of labor 
for its employees or to agree to revise 
the rates of fare. Under no conditions 
would it agree not to compete with the 
city with buses and cabs, even provid­ 
ed a satisfactory purchase price were 
fixed. 
It was a case of Scotch meeting 
Scotch, and Hie town council prepared 
for war. 
Parliam ent gave them the 
right to operate their lines, but they 
had less than two years in which to get 
ready. In that short time it was neces­ 
sary to build burns, cars and all the 
traffic appliances; also to purchase and 
train thousands of horses. W ith a view 
of substituting electricity for horse­ 
power it was decided to build the struc­ 
tures so that they could be used for 
either. When it came to the selection 
of a general manager the committee 
named John Young, aud Glasgow nev­ 
er has regretted that decision. 
For 
years he had been at the head of the 
cleansing department and had brought 
it to a high state of efficiency. 
The world is indebted to John Young 
for much of the progress which has 
been made in the scientific treatment 
of sewage. 
He established the great 
farms belonging to Glasgow, which 
now are fertilized with what were 
waste products. 
He abandoned what 
had seemed to be his life work and en­ 
tered on a new and almost unfamiliar 
field of activity. He gave to it the full 
of a splendid executive ability. The of­ 
ficials of the private company sneered 
at the presumption of this “farmer and 
sewer digger.” They called attention to 
the fact that it lequires years of train­ 
ing and a special aptitude to properly 
manage street railway property. 
Today John Young is president of the 
powerful^ Municipal Tramway Associa­ 
tion of Great Britain and the admitted 
peer of railway experts. Street railway 
corporations in the United States, also 
the London county council, have made 
him flattering offers, but he will spend 
his life working for the city whiclL de­ 


profits of $400,000. 
There is in Glas­ 
gow a treasury fund called th© “com­ 
mon good,” aud into this the tramway 
department had agreed to pay $45,000 
a year out of any profits which might 
accrue. This fund goes to investments 
for the.good of the people*, the upkeep 
of parks, the purchase of real estate, 
the maintenance of historical places, 
the 
entertainment 
of 
distinguished 
guests, the observance of anniversaries 
and for similar purposes. 
The fund is 
not supported from taxes and has many 
sources of revenue from estates which 
have been handed down for centuries. 
Outside of its annual payment into the 
“common good” the tram ways do not 
pay a cent into the city treasury. 
In 1807 the city took over the last of 
the private lines in or near the city. 
It increased the wages of its men $25,- 
000 and again reduced the fares. 
In 
the annual statement the tramways | 
committee called attention to the fact j 
that the average citizen only faintly I 
realized what was being saved by pas- j 
songers on account of the longer hauls j 
and 
lower fares. 
In 
that year it 
amounted to a total of $900,000, but j 
despite this the enterprise paid $423,- 
OOO. Mr. Young and his assistants were 
studying electrical traction and in the 
following your instal led the first ex­ 
perimental line. 
This was so success­ 
ful that It was decided to change the 
entire equipment. 
The last horse car ! 
disappeared in 1901, for which year the 
receipts decreased owing to the enor­ 
mous expense and confusion incident 
to the change. 
Tile city invested more 
than $4,000,000 in new equipment, but 
the returns for the ensuing year justi­ 
fied the policy of those who urged the 
improvement. 
In 1002 the net profits 
passtnl the million dollar mark. 
The 
financial tale of Glasgow’s municipal 
tramways is told in the following table 
of profits since the city decided to take 
control of the system:

There is no uniform rate of fare, and j 
American readers will be interested in , 
learning how much one gets for money 
expended for street car trips in Glas­ 
gow. 
According to the statistics in the 
annual report for last year, the average 
fare was about 1% cents in our money. 
For a cent one can ride on the average 
.58 of a mile; for 2 cents, 2 ^ miles; 
for 3 cents, 3.48 miles; for 4 cents, 4.04 
miles; for 5 cents, 5.80 miles; for 0 
cents, 0.80 miles; for 7 cents, 8.15 miles, 
and for 8 cents, 0.09 miles. Eight cent* 
is the highest fare charged, regardless 
of distance, but the average fare is 
less than 2 cents.

The 
city had to meet the competition of the 
old company, the winter had been one 
of almost unprecedented bitterness, the 
horses were raw and many of the men 
inexperienced, Hie fares had been re­ 
duced, the hours of employment had 
oeen cut from fourteen to ten, the city 
had purchased uniforms for its men, it 
had removed the unsightly advertise­ 
ments which were a source of profit, it 
had been compelled to meet the in­ 
numerable expenses incident to the in­ 
stallation of a new plant, but despite 
all these items there remained a net 
revenue far greater than had been de­ 
rived from the old company. 
The second year of operation showed 


profits which accrue from the patron 
age of the public. 
It is public capital­ 
ism armed with a franchise unlimited 
in its scope.
